U.S. Ships to 
Pay Visit 
to Norway 


Washington, 
April 5—(/Pi— Six 


American fighting ships in a car- 
rier task force will go to Norway 
this month on a good will visit, the 
navy announced today. 


This demonstration of American 
might comes amid widepread ru- 
mors that Russia may bring pres- 
sure on Norway for mutual defense 
treaty such as she has called for 
from Finland. 


The 20,00 ton Esex class carrier, 


Valley Forge, the C',000 ton cruiser 
Fresno, and four destroyers will 
visit Bergen, Norway, from April 
.29 to May 2. 


The vessels will go to Norway 


after a visit to Southern England 
April 18 to 26. 


The Navy's announcement said 


the visit will be "in continuation 
of the navy's policy of making vis- 
its to friendly counlreis .for the pro- 
motion of good will and furtherance 
of friendly relations.'' 


The Valley Forge is in the Medi- 


terranean for cxecises. She is on a 
round-Ihe-vvorld trip from 
China 
with the American west coast 
as 


her ultimate detination. 


Th 
Valley

cull at 
Portsmouth, England, and the de- 
stroyers at Southampton, the navy 
said. 


On leaving England, this group 


of three will join the Freson and 
the Destroyers Johnston and W. R.

High Court 
Ruling Favors 
N. P. O'Neal 


Little Rock, April 
5 — (#>) — 


Boards of public utilities in second 
class cities and incorporated towns 
are not authorized to issue reve- 
nue bonds to pay for utility exten- 
sions and improvements, the 
Ar- 


kansas Supreme Court held today. 
Instead such authority is 
vested 


in the city or town council, 
the 


court ruled in an opinion which 
interpreted a section of Act 95 of 
1939. 


The 1939 act authorized 
utility 


boards and prescribed their duties. 
It. did not empower them to issue 
revenue bonds, the high court held. 


The opinion reversed 
a decision 


of the Poinsett Chancery Court in 
consolidated cases filed after both 
the town council and the utilities 
board of Lepantp sought to issue 
$80,000 of sewer improvement reve- 
nue bonds. The lower court held 
the board was authorized to issue 
the bonds. 


The supreme court affirmed an 


involuntary manslaughter 
convic- 


tion 
and 
three 
year 
sentence 


against 
James 
Washington 
im- 


posed in Jefferson Circuit Court. 


The court overruled several al- 
leged grounds for reversal, includ- 
ing one that Negroes were system- 
atically excluded from jury serv- 
ice. There was no proof that there 
was such exclusion, 
the opinion 
said. 


Washington was confided in con- 


nection with the death of Mrs. Mar- 
garet Hil as a result of a traffic 
accident the night of Aug. 23, 947. 


The court affirmed a Hempstead 


Chancery decre,e holding that N.P. 
O'Neal and his wife were rightful 
owners of a disputed strip of Hope 
real estate against the claims of 
J. P. Brundidge and others. 


The opinion also concurred in the 


lower 
cuurt 
finding 
that 
the 


O'Neals had no title to the north 
wall of the adjoining ''Barlow prop- 
erly" at Hope. 


The court granted licenses to 


practice law to Douglas Bradley of 
Jonesboro and Edwin J. Foltz of 
Fort Smith.

R. Hodge today announced a one- 
day postponement of the election 
to form a Smith Korean 
govern- 
ment because ot a total eclipse of 
the sun on the scheduled polling 
date. May 9. 


The army commander in the 
U. S. zone gave no reason why the 
eclipse should prompt the cnange. 
Korean sources, however, 
sug- 


gested superstitious country 
folk 


might shun the polls. Korean Chris- 
tians had objected to voting on Sun- 
day anyway. 


Seoul Police Chief T. S. Chang 
said six or seven men considering 
running foi 
the national assem- 


bly had received death threats. He 
attributed the threats and attacks 
to Communists who are oppposed to 
the election.

Reports ftom the mine fields in- 
dicated few if any miners bowed 
to a federal coin I order signed Sat- 
urday night by Judge Matthew F. 
McGuire. 


Lewis himself gave no sign

planned to comply with the court's 
directive, issued at 
the 
govern- 
ment's request.

snappy reply as he arrived at his 
union headquarters in mid-morning 
and was asked about the order. 
Five minutes after 
the 
UMW 
chief's arrival, Deputy U. S. Mar- 
shals H, B Me Cauley and Michael 
Colasanto entered the union build- 
ing to serve official copies of the 
court order on Lewis. The notice 
to end the stuke was accepted by 
Lewis peisonally at 11-22 a. m 
(EST)., Anothei copy was served 
on the union.

Alexandria, Egypt, April 5 —- 


— Seven policeman and Id civilians, 
were slain in Alexandria today as 
a police i>tiike lett Egypt's second 
largest city teuoji/ed by 
looting 
mobs. 
, 


Scores were wounded. More than 


100 buildings were set ablaze. 


Troops, trying to maintain order, 


opened fire three times after being 
stoned by screaming demonstra- 
tors. 


The fate of Prime Minister Nok- 


rashy Pasha's government 
hung 


in the balance. Political opponents 
seized the strike issue to stir up 
agitation for his removal by King 
Farouk. 


Alexandria's police struck in 
a 


demand for higher wages and bet- 
ter working conditions. They were 
joined by many police in Cairo and 
tha Suez canal region, who walked 
out in a sympathy strike. 


The underworld of Alexandria, 


toughest in all Egypt, ran wild dur- 
ing the morning. Hoodlums looted 
and burned the shopping district. 
According to unofficial estimates, 
properly damage, ran into millions 
of dollars. 


Three thousand policemen, Alex- 


andria's en tiro police force, walked 
out this morning, demanding high- 
er wages and improved working 
conditions. Hundreds oi police also 
struck in Cairo, protesting a pro- 
posed transfer of some officers to 
villages and asking more pay. 


Gangs 
of hoodlums, 
including 


(ecu age boys, smashed shops and 
fet streetcars ablaze in Alexan- 
dria. 


The midday train to Cairo was 


raided and all passengers forced 
to get off. Looters stormed through 
the coaches, snatching furnishintis 
and baggage.

and four crewmen on the British 
planes, British authorities said the 
two planes went down about five 
miles northwest of Gatow airfield, 
and just across the border into the 
Russian zone of Germany.
